LOUISVILLE, Ky.. May 23.— Spirited rac- 
ing was witnessed again by a big throng at 
Churchill Downs this afternoon, though noth- 
ing outstanding in the way of a feature was 
listed. The class of starters in the different 
dashes were generally good and being well 
matched close finishes were the order. Favor - 
its again scored a Waterloo, their decept- 
ivefiess proving costly to the big crowd. 

The mile purse furnished an upset in the 
victory of Thibodaux, which showed a spar- 
kling race in covering the mile in 1:37% 
and outstaying the speedy Bonus. The lat- 
ter wa3 intended to serve as the second part 
of the double that trainer Mose Goldblatt had 
in contemplation, his own Ararat having won 
the dash preceding the feature in gallant 
style. Bonus raced impressively, but is a 
sluggish running filly and in need of a 
rousing ride. Wilson was unequal to the 
task of keeping her close up in the firrt 
quarter and she was. as a result, one of 
tile rear guard. Thibodaux. on the other 
hand, striding freely and willingly, raced into 
a good lead In the last half and had no 
difficulty in the stretch in warding off the 
challenge of Bonus in the last eighth. Dor- 
othy Buckner, after displaying the most 
speed for over a half mile, tired and was 
sprawling badly near the end. 

DREAM MAKER IS LUCKY 

A good band of two-year-olds started in the 
second race. Incidentally it uncovered what 
probably is the best youngster in these parts 
in E. It. Bradley’s Boys Believe Me. lie 
was beaten by Major T. C. McDowell’s 
Dream Maker, but to close observers it ap- 
peared that Dream Maker had scored in lucky 
fashion. The faulty riding Barnes gave the 
Bradley colt was mainly responsible for his 
defeat. Barnes' saddle work is poor, has been 
for months and Lyke is being decidedly 
missed by the Bradley establishment. When 
the start came Boys Believe Me lunged up 
In the air, his rider being unprepared. He 
then rushed him around the others with a 
wonderful display of speed, but lost much 
ground by racing wide on the turns. In the 
last eighth Dream Maker, which had saved 
much ground on the stretch turn, came with 
a rush and outfinished Boys Believe Me. 
Calidium, showing the most speed to the 
stretch, landed in third place. 

Dream Maker was favorite and one of the 
only two to score during the afternoon. Legal 
being the other. The latter’s success was 
achieved in the final race in sensational style, 
he getting up in the last stride to down 
Marse John. Incidentally it marked his 
third consecutive victory during this meeting. 

FIRST FOR A. B. HANCOCK 

A. B. Hancock’s colors were carried to vic- 
tory for the first time during the meeting 
when his Pavlowa beat a band of maidens 
home in the sixth race, in which twelve 
started. There were scores of good things 
here, but the Hancock filly came away in 
the stretch as if much the best. Antonia 
grouped the field, but a fast beginner, and 
having an inside pest position, made it in- 
teresting for the winner during the early 
running and lasted long enough to take sec- 
ond place. 

Miss Muffins was given the call over Ararat 
in the fourth race, but Ararat never left 
tbe result in doubt and, racing into the lead: 
Immediately after the start, was always in 
command and won from Royal Dick, which 
ran an extra good race and just lasted to 
beat Miss Muffins for second place. 

Alex Jr., which has been racing well but 
regarded as best in muddy going, made a 
show of his opponents in the third race at 
a mile and a sixteenth. Millersburg was 
closest to him at the finish and Bermont I 
just lasted to outstay Sea vVay, the favorite.! 

The fifteen in the opener were in a hud- i 
died group at the finish of the dash. Ap- 
proval won by a head from Youneed, with; 
Lugs in third place. The latter pair were 
grouped in the field. Binding Tie might have 
won here, but for her r'der losing a stirrup 
just before reaching the stretch and the 
saddle turning later, causing him to ease his 
mount up. 

W. O. Parmer is due here Thursday in the 
Interests of the Windsor Stakes, which close 
on that day.

BE SO OF TWO SENSATIONAL COMEBACKS TO RACING 
FINALLY BREAKS DOWN AND IS DE- 
STROYED— EIS ROMANTIC CAREER 



Old Rosebud is dead. The famous hero of two sensational comebacks to the turf, and 
one of the most popular race horses, was destroyed at the Aqueduct race course Tuesday 
morning. The old gelding broke down so badly while being galloped Sunday that it was 
finally decided that the most humane thing to do would be to destroy him. 

Among the good horses of the last dozen years none has been awarded a higher place 
in publio favor than Old Rosebud. A champion two-year-old in 1913, winner of the fastest 
Kentucky Derby in 1914, then in retirement from racing for two years and supposed to 
be hopelessly crippled, he came back in 1917 and showed the racing public a retention of 
high-class form that constitutes one of the romances of American racing. On the shelf 
again through 1918, he scored another “comeback” in 1919. Taking into consideration what 
he accomplished under difficulties, one cannot help wondering what the record of this old 
hero would have been had he remanied sound and able to race through the campaigns of 
1914, 1915, 1916 and 1918. For one thing, it is a certainty that in that case he would have 
ranked well up in the list of American winners of $100,000 or more. 

He was a glorious two-year-old and won twelve of his fourteen races. His near relative 
in blood. Little Nephew, gave him his two defeats, but he amply avenged himself for 
this unmannerly treatment by afterward defeating Little Nephew time and again. Among 
his winnings that year were the Yucatan Stakes at Juarez, his first race; Spring Trial 
Stakes at Douglas Park, Harold Stakes and Cincinnati Trophy at Latonia and the Flash 
Stakes and United States Hotel Stakes at Saratoga. His three-year-old career was short, 
lie won a mile dash at Lexnigton over a slow track from average campaigners as a part 
of his preparation for the Kentucky Derby. This big race he won on the John Harper 
formula of “from eend to eend.” running its mile and a quarter in the new track record 
time of 2:03% and winning pulling up by six lengths, with Hodge second, Bronzewing third 
and John Gund, Old Ben, Surprising and Watermelon unplaced. Having no further imme- 
diate business in Kentucky, he was then taken east to fill important engagements in that 
section. His first start was in the Withers Stakes at Belmont Park and, while racing in 
it with every prospect of winning, he burst a tendon sheath and was done with racing 
until 1917 arrived. 

Old Rosebud's first long vacation from racing was spent on the Newman ranch in 
Texas. It thus came about that when he was given his first tryout for the 1917 campaign 
it took place at Juarez, where Frank Weir was racnig a string of horses. In this he was 
beaten by Zim at five and a half furlongs in 1:06%, but he came out of the race sound and 
in good condition. He was hardened by a few races there and at Essex Park and Oaklawn, 
then traveled north to engage in a wonderfully successful campaign, in the course of 
which, among other races, he won the Clark, Latonia Inaugural, Queens County, Bay- 
view, Carter, Delaware and Frontier Handicaps. In these he vanquished the best horses 
of the year, Roamer, Cudgel, Boots, Hollister, Hodge, Fruit Cake, Bromo, The Finn, Old 
Koenig, Crimper, Pickwick and others of renown. Speedily the official liandicappers 
marked him for their own, with the result that top weight was usually his portion, but 
that did not prevent him from winning fifteen of his twenty-one races and $31,720 and 
endearing himself to the racing public. 

His second return, in 1919, showed that he was not the Old Rosebud of 1917. but on 
more than one occasion he displayed the old-time fire and speed — so much so that he won 
nine races out of twenty-six starts. That was the last year he figured prominently, as he 
started only eight times in 1920, twice in 1921 and the same number this year. Here is 
the glorious record he leaves behind.

The White Knight was a good winner him- 
self. Among the big stakes which lie won 
may be mentioned the Ascot Gold Cup, New- 
bury Cup, Ascot Gold Vase. Coronation Cup 
and the Goodwood Cup. The Coronation Cup 
and Ascot Gold Cup he won twice. He was 
retired to the stud in 1909. 



CLOISTER’S TRAINER IS DEAD

LONDON, England, May 23. — Arthur Yates, 
veteran trainer and jockey, died Friday after 
a long illness at the age of eighty-one. 
Yates trained Cloister. C. G. Duff's jumper, 
which won the Grand National in 1893. He 
was said to have ridden his first winner in 
1860 and, although no official record of his 
riding career is available, it is claimed that 
he rode more than 700 winners, mostly over 
obstacles, in England and on the continent 
during his long and active career. 



NEAR THE $200,000 MARK 



The mighty Exterminator stands at the 
threshold of the equine hall of fame over 
which only one horse in American turf his- 
tory has passed, that being the super horse, 
Man o’ War. It was reserved for the year 
1920 to produce the first American winner 
of $200,000 in the now ever-famous Man 
War. In two years of racing he won $219,- 
465. Now the gallant Exterminator, the 
greatest cup winner in the world, bids 
fair to share some of the honors enjoyed by 
Man o’ War alone. Exterminator has won 
to date $192,874 and, unless he meets with 
an accident, seems destined to enter the 
charmed and select circle of $200,000 winners, 
of which there are only eight on record — six 
in England, one in France and one in the 
United States. Exterminator is at present 
as sound as the day he was foaled and his 
Clark Handicap and other victories this year 
have shown that he is apparently as formi- 
dable as of old. There is no reason, unless 
he meets with a mishap, why this truly 
great race horse should not only pass the 
$200,000 mark, but closely approach the rec- 
ord of Man o' War. It will be pleasing to 
record such an achievement and certain it 
is all admirers of the thoroughbred horse 
the world over would rejoice and applaud 
the feat.

NEW YORK, N. Y.. May 23. — Never was 
there a better running of the Southampton 
Handicap than that staged at Jamaica to- 
day, when the Quincy Stable’s Relay, after 
a long grueling drive, just beat the Modo 
Stable’s Modo by a nose. The mile and a 
sixteenth was run in 1:44%, according to the 
official timer, making it equal the track 
record, hung out by Sennings Park recently. 

It was an ideal day for racing and there 
was a big crowd out. In addition to the 
Southampton there was the Dakota Handi- 
cap for sprinters, in which Dunboyne equaled 
the five and a half furlong track record 
of 1 :05, and still another attraction was a 
fast gallop of Benjamin Block's champion 
Morvich. 

Galantman was added from»the Creentres 
Stable to keep Letterman company in the 
Southampton, and besides the two that 
fought it out the other starters were the 
Pelican Stable's Oil Man and J. J. Hertz’s 
Fifty-Fifty. Right after the start Modo 
dashed into the lead, while Galantman was 
badly pinched off on the inner rail, and 
his stable companion Letterrnan lost some 
ground by going wide on the first turn. 

Relay was right with Modo and beat him 
to the first eighth post, but the Odom three- 
year-old was well lapped on him and they 
drew out to a lead of a couple of lengths 
from Fifty-Fifty. Letterman was slow to 
find his racing speed and was going wide, 
while the pinching off of Galantman cost him 
considerableg round, though they both headed 
Oil Man. 

TERRIFIC STRETCH STRUGGLE 

Through the backstretch Relay and Modo 
raced closely bunched and there was little 
to choose between the pair. Fifty-Fifty was 
a full three lengths before Letterman and 
Lyke was hard at work on the Greentreo 
Stable colt in an effort to have him close 
in on the leaders. 

Swinging for home Modo seemed to have a 
shade on Relay and an eighth from the finish 
he had the Quincy Stable colt headed, but 
Relay was not ready to give up and when 
Ponce went at him again he raced to even 
terms and in a bitter fight right to the last 
stride it was Relay that got his nose in 
front. 

When it was too late Letterman began to 
run and. circling around, he had no trouble 
in disposing of Fifty-Fifty to take third 
place. 

I he Rancocas Stable’s Dunboyne equaled 
the track record when he ran the five and a 
half furlongs of the Dakota Handicap in 1 :05. 
leading home Harry Payne Whitney's three- 
year-old Rocket. Lengths back of them 
"Bud” Fisher’s Muskallcnge was third. 

The start was a good one.- but just as the 
field left Chateau Thierry was cut off and 
pinched back until she was rather a bad last. 
Rocket had speed enough to take the lean 
and Lang rushed Muskallonge after him. 
while Dunboyne was in third place and cut- 
side of the other two. On the turn out of 
the backstretch Muskaliong ran up close to 
the heels of Rocket and was knocked back, 
while at the same time Dunboyne circled 
around him and took up the chase of Rocket. 
The Whitney three-year-old was saving 
ground next to the inside rail and making 
the pace a stiff one. but Dunboyne steadily 
drew up until when the stretch was reached 
they were closely lapped. 

ROCKET HANGS ON GAMELY 

Sande was hand riding Dunboyne, hut he 
could not come away when the three-year- 
old hung on with remarkable gameness and 
they were locked right to the finish, where 
the old son of Celt got his head in front. 
This stretch duel took the first two cut four 
lengths before Muskallonge and he In turn 
beat War Mask ten lengths. 

It was after the running of the Dakota 
Handicap that Benjamin Block's Kentucky 
Derby winner Morvich was brought on tin* 
track with silks up. He was accorded a 
rousing welcome by tbe crowd as lie jogged 
up the stretch in company with a lead pony. 
Frank Keogh had the mount and starting 
him so that h<» would have a good run at the 
post he worked back to the stand in 35% and 
was galloped out the half iu 48%. puliing 
up at the five-eighths mark. 

Carmen Pantages was a good winner of the 
opening dash, for two-year-old fillies and she 
was good enough to lead from end to end. 
Right at the finish she was tired out, hut 
was winner by three parts of a length. It

ANOTHER “PROHIBIT” BILL

Son of Honeywood Carries Off 

Woodbine’s Juvenile Feature.

Fall Marks Running of Breeders 
Stakes Won by Brookdale 
Stable’s Paddle 
♦ — - 

TORONTO, Ont. May 23. — The Victoria 
Stakes, for two-year-olds, at five-eighths, to 
which $5,000 had been added, was offered 
as the feature attraction at Woodbine Park 
this afternoon and resulted in victory for B. 
Harding’s Bucado, an unsexed son of Honey- 
wood — Bells, In impressive fashion from A. 
L. Austin's Mt. Rose, while third portion of 
the stake fell to H. Giddings’ Canadian-bred 
Honey's Jewel. 

Wrangle, on the strength of his Maryland 
form, was the outstanding betting choice, but 
he performed in a dismal manner and fin- 
ished last in the field of six. 

The start was a good one and Bucado and 
Mt Rose left as a team and set a fast pace 
for the others to follow. Wrangle began 
with the leaders, but was outrun and dropped 
back. Bucado, under hustling tactics from 
McTaggart, widened the gap and drew away 
from the Austin starter, while Honey's Jewel 
was racing in third position, with Magic 
Reed, Hallucination and Wrangle following 
in the order named. 

Swinging into the stretch McTaggart went 
a trifle wide and ML Rose came to the out- 
side of the son of Honeywood. In a sharp 
brush, in which Bucado felt the whip, he 
drew away and from then on never left the 
result in doubt The time was 1 :00%, a 
creditable performance, and the victory' net- 
ted the Harding coffers the sum of $2,590. 

Racing conditions this afternoon were all 
that could be desired and a crowd of larg* 
proportions was on hand to witness the sport 
The card, a good one, was featured by the 
Victoria Stakes and the Breeders’ Stakes. 
The latter was for three-year-olds foaled in 
Canada and was at a mile and an eighth. 
The track was in splendid condition, the fast- 
est since the start of the meeting. The rac- 
ing was of a spirited order and the majority 
of the winners were forced to sustain drives 
to earn brackets. 

THREE HORSES GO DOWN. 

A bad fall marked the running of the 
Breeders’ Stakes, which divided honors with 
the Victoria Stakes. When the field was en- 
tering the stretch Impersonator, one of the 
Seagram starters, crossed his legs and went 
down. El Jesmar and Royal Gift, which were 
both In close attendance, before they could 
be ridden wide fell over him. Jockey J. 
Rowan, who was astride Ell Jesmar, suffered 
a fracture of the collar bone and was removed 
to the hospital room on the grounds. Rowan 
never lost consciousness. Jockeys Thompson 
and Taylor escaped with a slight shaking up. 

The winner turned up in the Brookdale 
Stable’s Paddle, which ran second in the 
King’s Plate. He was ridden by Gantner and 
came from behind and raced King’s Court 
into defeat in the final sixteenth after stand- 
ing a hard drive. Brynthona was third. 

Paddle was a pronounced choice in the 
wagering and the victory was a popular one 
with the crowd. This marked Gantner’s first 
mount for his new employers. 

SECOND THOUGHTS’ FASHION PLATE 

The Fashion Plate, for fillies and mares, 
three-year-olds and over, engaged a well- 
balanced band to go three-quarters. E. F. 
Whitney’s Second Thoughts and Lunetta, 
from the Winfrey Stable, enjoyed favoritism 
of the speculators. The start was delayed a 
few minutes by the fractious behavior of 
several of the starters and when the barrier 
was sprung Mode was caught in a jam and 
Thompson was forced to take him up. Sec- 
ond Thoughts assumed the lead for the first 
sixteenth, where she was passed by Tuscola, 
while the Whitney representative raced in 
closest pursuit. Lunetta was in early diffi- 
culties and Claver was forced to work his 
way up through the field. Tuscola began to 
stop when the turn for home was reached 
and Rowan sent Second Thoughts into the 
lead. In a hard and grueling stretch drive, in 
which the winner and Lunetta were extended 
to the limit. Second Thoughts earned the ver- 
dict by a short neck. 

The Belter Skelter Steeplechase, at about 
two miles, under selling conditions, resulted 
in a stirring contest, in which R. B. Strass- 
burger’s Perkiomen was home first, while 
C. K. Harrison's Butcher Boy finished second 
and third place fell to Greek Patriot. The 
field fenced in a splendid manner and only 
one failed to finish the course, McCorburn, 
which lost jockey Ransch at the tenth fence. 

The Landsdowne Plate, which was under 
claiming conditions, furnished a spectacular 
contest. In which C. P. Winfrey’s Servitor 
■ame again in the last few strides and out- 
gamed Tantalus by a nose. Super, the favor- 
it in the race, was but a head back. The 
three oassed the judges so closely bunched 
that the spectators were uncertain as to the 
winner until the official placing was dis- 
played. 

Another thrilling finish requiring the of- 
ficial placing to decide the winner was when 
Fluzey scored in the fifth race by the nar- 
rowest margins from Solid Rock. The latter 
looked all over a winner at the eighth post 
hut tired after getting to the leader. 

A cablegram received from His Majesty 
the King said : “The King wishes you to con- 
gratulate the winner of the King’s Plate on 
his behalf." 

A cablegram reecived from His Royal 
Highness the Duke of Connaught said: 
“Please give my congratulations to the 
Messrs. Davies and my kind recollections to 
my old friends." 

N. K. Beal and W. A. Burttschell notified 
the Connaught Park Jockey Club that they 
would ship from Baltimore to that point to 
participate in the meeting. 

Joseph McLennan made a hurried trip from 
Toronto to Ottawa and reported that every- 
thing was in readiness for the opening at the 
Capita! City on Tuesday. All of the prom- 
inent stables racing on the Canadian circuit 
have reserved stalls, among them being: J. 
K. L. Ross, Seagram stable, Brookdale Stable, 
C. If. Harrison, J. G. Gorman, Mrs. L. A. 
Livingston. E. F. Whitney, C. P. Winfrey 
and a host of other stables.

LATONIA’S $50,000 STAKE 

Definitely Decided to Run This Special Race — 
Morvich a Sure Starter 

NEW YORK. N. Y.. May 23.— It has now 
been definitely decided that the $50,000 
special race for three-year-olds, at Latonia. 
will be run. Colonel M. J. Winn, general 
manager of the Kentucky Jockey Club, an- 
nounced early in the spring that the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club would offer a $50,000 
stake to be contested for by the winner of the 
Kentucky Derby and the winner of the 
Preakness. 

It was decided to offer this stake after 
regret had been expressed in all quarters 
that the Derby and the Preakness were to 
be run on the same day. The offer was a 
liberal one and was welcomed by owners 
generally, even though there were some who 
feared that such a race might conflict with 
the Belmont Stakes, to be run on June 10, 
while the date of the special was set for 
June 17. 

After R. T. Wilson and his trainer, Thomas 
J. Healey, had declined to send Pillory, their 
winner of the Preakness to Latonia to com- 
pete with Morvich. winner of the Derby, it 
was taken for granted that the Kentucky 
Jockey Club would give up the stake, and 
for a little wrjile it was thought to be off. 

Colonel Winn arrived in New York Mon- 
|day, however, to attend an important busi- 
■ ness meeting and before noon had made all 
arrangements to have the race at Latonia. 
Benjamin Block had already agreed to send - 
Morvich and Colonel Winn said that he 1 
would offer the stake if Harry Payne Whit- 
ney would agree to send a horse to run in it, 
no matter whether any other horses from the 
East were sent to Kentucky to race for the 
$50,000 prize or not. James Rowe was com- 
municated with and agreed to enter at least 
one of the Whitney horses. 

The date set for the race is June 24, which 
is just a week ahead of the Latonia Derby, 
the mile and a half race for three-year-olds, 
which is to be run on Saturday, July 1. 
Mr. Block has already declared his intention 
of sending Morvich to start in the Latonia 
Derby. 

The $50,000 Special will be at a mile and a 
quarter, at weight for age. Any three-year- 
old will be eligible, with an entrance fee of 
$25 and $500 to start. The Lexington Stable, 
no doubt, will have cither Lucky Hour or 
My Play ready to race by June 24, and 
possibly both of them. E. R. Bradley also 
is expected to enter Bet Mosie, which finished 
second in the Derby. It seems probable that 
John Sanford's Snob II. will be nominated for 
the race, although it is not certain that Mr. 
Sanford will consent to have his colt sent 
to Kentucky'. However, his eligibility for 
this $50,000 stake would add materially to his 
value to any prospective purchaser.
